I he New Deal, working on a half-baked theory of 
“ internationalism,” has largely destroyed the simplest and 
most effective means by which any nation can shield its 
own industries from top-heavy foreign compeition— that 
of the protective tariff. 
Now the New Dealers are scrambling about setting 
up still more vexing 
trade barriers”— barriers which in 
the long run will do infinitely more damage to interna­ 
tional relationships than even the highest and most pro­ 
hibitive tariff. 
Perhaps Congress will be able to knock some of the 
nonsense out of the Santa Claus program being urged by i 
our Department of State.
